Pus could be the year of decision 
on the level of price support for the 
basic commodities — cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice, tobacco, and peanuts. 

That is, whether price supports for 
these crops are to be kept at 90 per- 
cent of parity for an indefinite period, 
or are to be changed to an adjustable 
scale that moves up and down with 
supply. 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson is 
fighting for the adjustable scale. Ad- 
ministration leaders know that if they 
don't get it during this session of 
Congress, 90 percent of parity sup- 
ports are likely to be continued for 
some time. 

The real issue is over support for 
the basic crops. These must be sup- 
ported at 90 percent of parity, as the 
law stands now. Lower supports are 
permitted for all other commodities. 

Secretary Benson has pitched his 
tent in the flexible price support camp. 
He has been conducting a bare- 
knuckles personal campaign against 
the present support system, and for the 
flexible one. He has firm backing 
from national Farm Bureau leaders, 
and those in many states. 

The President is backing his Secre- 
tary all the way, so far. 

This is how flexible price supports 
might win, by default: 

High-support advocates have the 
voting strength to bring out a bill 
continuing 90 percent of parity sup- 
ports for a year or two, But if the 
President should decide to veto such 
an extension, could they muster the 
necessary two-thirds majority to over- 
ride? 

The House probably could. It's 
doubtful if the Senate could. If a veto 
were sustained, the 1949 flexible price 
support act automatically would be- 
come effective next year, in the ab- 
sence of any new legislation 

Close advisers of Secretary Benson 
say the President will veto any exten- 
sion of 90 percent mandatory sup- 
ports. A few Republican senators are 
fearful of this. But one very close 
to the President says there will be no

publican leader says Congress will not 
permit a change from the present sys- 
tem until something better is offered. 

It’s worth noting that no President 
could say with certainty in advance 
what action he would take under an 
assumed set of conditions. He has to 
wait until the actual situation arises, 
and base his decision on conditions 
as they exist then. This will be true 
of the price-support issue. 

The best bet at this stage is for a 
short-term extension of 90 percent 
supports for the basic crops. Farm- 
belt Republican leaders are counting 
on this. 

They take to the idea of insulating 
a part of surplus cotton, grains, and 
some vegetable oils, from the market. 
They approve additional export sub- 
sidy plans geared to increase U. S. 
farm markets. The President's “Bran- 
nan Plan” for wool should be ap- 
proved, if growers go along with the 
idea. 

A form of incentive payment for 
diverting acres out of crops with al- 
lotments into conservation uses also 
is favored. Secretary Benson has a 
diverted-acre payment plan in mind 
for part of his revision of the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program (ACP) 

The idea is to use a part of ACP 
funds to share the cost of diverting 
acres. Balance of the funds would 
be used for regular purposes to help 
to establish permanent conservation 
practices. 

The effect of the plan is to move 
back part way toward the original 
concept of the conservation payment 
program—using funds as partial pay- 
ment for getting acreage adjustments 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has 
ruled that farmers can deduct from 
income taxes losses resulting from 
damage to foundations and buildings 
caused by drouth. The ruling holds 
that an unusual and prolonged drouth 
is a disaster similar to fire and flood. 
Residential damage, therefore, is de- 
ductible. The ruling came from Mis 
souri where heavy damage caused by 
drying and cracking of the soil at 
foundations is reported. 
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LOOKING AHEAD 


[ue planting season is nearly over. 
The growing, waiting and hoping 
season has started on millions of 
farms—waiting and hoping for good 
weather and good crops from land and 
herds and flocks—hoping for good 
prices in a year in which markets are 
as uncertain as the weather. 

That’s the farm outlook in this 
spring-time of the fifth post-war ad- 
justment year. The shift from war- 
time to peace-time agriculture started 
in 1948. It was interrupted in 1950 
and 1951 by the Korean War. The 
painful adjustment began again in 
1952. It’s likely to stretch out several 
more years. 

Until farmers adjust their produc- 
tion to the changed demand in post- 
war markets, there is little prospect 
for really good prices in most lines. 
On the other hand, the high buying 
power of the U. S., coupled with price 
supports, is pretty good insurance 
against disastrous price declines such 
as occurred in the 1870's, the 1890's, 
the early 1920's, and the early 1930's. 

The farm price outlook varies wide- 
ly, according to commodities. Some 
prices will be better than in 1953, 
such as cattle and hogs. Few prices 
will be lower than in 1953, with the 
possible exception of seasonally low 
prices for such as dairy and poultry 
products. Price improvement can't be 
expected for the big export crops of 
cotton, tobacco, and wheat. 

Price predictions and promises by 
politicians have to be taken with a big 
grain of salt. There is no good po- 
litical substitute for good farm prices 
in the market place. On the other 
hand, none but the blind can deny 
that, with all their faults, farm price 
supports are preventing still more 
serious price declines. 

Cutting through all the political tur- 
moil, the fact remains that agriculture 
is in a dull price period that will prob- 
ably last some time. This situation 
won't last indefinitely and there is con- 
siderable chance that improvement 
will follow. 

Growing population is making big- 
ger markets for meat, milk, eggs, and 
fresh fruits and vegetables. These 
markets will expand as long as con- 
sumer income stays high.

TRUMP CARD IN ADMINISTRATION's hand is flexible price support law already on the 
books--the Agricultorss Act of 1948--which is much more severe than 
proposals being made. It becomes law on January 1, 1955, if no new 
legislation is passed. 


THE ADMINISTRATION PROPOSES parity beginning with 1956; flexible price supports 
beginning in 1955, and steps to eliminate surpluses over a sorted of 


three years. 


FLEXIBLE PRICE SUPPORTS for cotton in 1955, with supply picture being what it 
is, would be 75 percent of parity. This, Secretary Benson has said, 
would be too severe a price reduction. He has proposed that cotton be 
Stockpiled--and talk is of between 4 and 5 million bales being in- 
Sulated from the market--to prevent cutting price supports this se- 
verely. This stockpile would be held for sale at suggested price of 

120 percent of parity and would be, in effect, a ceiling on cotton 

| prices. The stockpile would not be counted in the total supply when 

. figuring price supports. This would result, Administration figures, 
in supports for 1955 at about 87 percent of parity. The Secretary has 
advocated that the stockpile not be counted in determining nerenge 
allotments. Senate farm leaders disagree, hold that Secretary's pro- 
posals would result in increased allotments and additional surpluses. 
They propose to count stockpile in determining acreage, but not to 
count it in fixing support price. 


FEAR OF ADMINISTRATION LEADERS is that farm bill plans will be upset by 90 per- 
cent of parity supporters, who may attach one-year extension proposal 
to appropriation bill, or some other bill President could not veto 
successfully. To guard against this, farm legislation will develop 
Slowly, probably will be last of major bills considered by Congress 
before adjournment early in July. In this way, bill to which riders 
could be attached would be passed--and President would have opportu- 
nity of vetoing any unsatisfactory farm bille Such veto would have 
effect of making 1948 law effective. 


ADMINISTRATION KNOWS THAT NO FARM PROGRAM can succeed until surpluses are elimi- 
nated. Export subsidies or dumping surpluses on world markets will 
NOT be considered. This eliminates such programs as two-price system 
for cotton, or domestic allotment proposals. 


1954 ACREAGE PROBABLY will be about 10 percent under allotments, or about 19.5 
million acres. On theory that two record ear have never appeared in 
succession and that no acreagecontrol year been a record year, it 
appears that per will be under 1953 record of 
322 pounds. his, however, will produce enough cotton to meet de- 
mand, leaving farmer faced with same picture as in fall of 1952. With 
acreage law changed to permit allotments to farmers on history basis 
there will be no excuse for extra acres for hardships. Result could 
be minimum marketing quotas of 10 million bales in T5655, with acreage 

of 17.9 million or less. 


OVERPLANTING will be general practice of smart farmers at start of season. 
Plowup of poorest stands will follow, meaning only best stands on al- 
lotted acreage. Use of fertilizers will be greatest ever. Insect 
control will be started earlier. “Weather, as usual, will determine 
crop. 


PRICE IN 1954 may be well above loan level. If domestic demand holds up, if 
exports increase as predicted, it will be necessary to go to 1955 loan 
cotton for some qualities. Carrying charges will have pushed price to 

over 55 cents. Price must go up to get this cotton from loan. 

Farwer can benefit by judicious use of 1954 loan, roughly 33 cents. 


You can grow.... 
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if you produce and market a high-quality product

Best yields are produced from sweet corn spaced as uni- 
formly as this, 


Prompt cooling of corn is necessary to prevent deteriora- 
tion. Sacks or crates of corn ears remain in these vats of 
water and crushed ice for 15 to 20 minutes. 


HEN you bite into an ear of sweet corn harvested at 

the peak of quality and cooked before that quality 

deteriorates, you'll give it preference over regular 

field corn. This table delicacy is becoming an in- 

creasingly attractive crop for many Southwest farm- 
ers, and can be made a profitable specialty if you have the 
right combination of soil, moisture, and markets. 

Until recent years, sweet corn had not been grown or 
utilized extensively in Texas. For some time it was con- 
sidered a relatively unimportant crop in states south of 
Maryland because of the warmer climate. However, Texas 
increased its sweet corn acreage for fresh market from 
4,132 acres in 1940 to over 12,000 acres in 1953. During 
the same year, Oklahoma produced 120,000 sacks (five 
dozen ears each) for fresh market from 2,400 acres. 

You ask, “Why this increase in sweet corn acreage?” 
Victor R. Boswell of the USDA says that the increase is 
due partly to new hybrids suitable for culture in the 
South—both for local consumption and for shipment north- 
ward; new organic insecticides for the control of earworm 
and other insects, and the development of improved pack- 
ing and shipping materials. But perhaps a more important 
reason for increased acreage of sweet corn is the use of pre- 
cooling and refrigeration facilities which help prevent loss 
of the eating quality of the corn before it can be delivered 
to the customer. 

The customer wants his roasting ears within 24 hours 
after they are picked. When they are held at high tem- 
peratures, they lose from 50 to 60 percent of their sugar 
content and much of their flavor within 24 hours after 
harvest. Therefore, it’s important to cool corn immediately 
after harvest if it is to be sold fresh on the market and 
keep it cool until it is prepared for the table. The longer 
the time between harvest and the table, the more promptly 
sweet corn must be cooled after harvest and the lower the 
temperature must be kept. 

If your corn is going directly to the retailer without 
icing, it should be harvested at night or very early in the 
morning and delivered at once. If it is to be shipped under 
refrigeration, it may be harvested at any time during the 
day and pre-cooled within four hours after harvest, or 
sooner if the weather is hot. 

Since all ears do not mature at the same time, frequent 
picking is necessary in order to harvest ears as soon as the 
kernels have reached the milk stage. Corn for fresh market 
is usually picked in sacks and dumped into small piles at 
the ends of rows, where it is picked up in trucks and taken 
to central sheds, or it may be clipped in the field and 
packed into crates or mesh sacks. The crates or sacks can

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can do something about... 


HAT you don't know doesn’t hurt you?” Don't you 
believe it. Science has been able to learn very little about 
bloat—and what we don’t know about it is hurting livestock- 
men all over the South. Bloat takes a sizeable bite out of 
added income from pasture improvement. And the sad 
part is, it does most damage among the finest cattle on the 
best pastures. 

Why do gases form so fast in the cow's rumen (first 
stomach)? Why do some cows bloat habitually and others 
never do? And why can't a cow get rid of stomach gases 
by belching? We don't know. What we do know is that 
when bloat strikes, a cow swells up, starts gasping for breath, 
and is down and dead (or is recovered) before she can be 
rushed from field to laboratory. Nobody knows just how it 
kills; maybe by pressure cutting off her breath, maybe by 
paralysis of breathing muscles. But what really matters with 
bloat is what you can do about it—and there are some 
things that help. 

Most bloat occurs when cows go on lush clover in the 
spring. Dr, W. T. Oglesby, head of the Veterinary Science 
Department at L. S. U., says the best thing you can do is 
dilute the clovers with grass. The L. S. U. Experiment 
Station recommends that a mixture be at least 50 percent 
grass for cutting down on bloat. An even higher percentage 
is preferable. Rye, Dallis, Bermuda, rescue and fescue are 
among the grasses used, with rye and Dallis most common 
(in other areas different grasses are used). You may use 
the same remedy by planting grass near your clover and 
rotating cows from one to the other, but this is more trouble 

So bloat control begins with good pasture management 
planting the right kind of mixture, and keeping it. But the 
method is far from 100 percent sure. Some animals still 
bloat under what appear to be ideal conditions. There are 
other things you can do to cut down on bloat losses—things 
you can do this spring, before there is time to get more grass 
in your pasture: 

1. Feed cattle hay before turning them onto clovers

Parish, La., has had his troubles with cattle bloat and 
is yet to find a remedy that always works. He 

has learned, however, that having 50° 

grass in his pasture mixture is one thing 

that he can do to help the situation. 


Ihe more roughage they get, the less green clover they will 
eat and the less likely they are to bloat. This is no cure-all 
(some cattle get smart enough to wait for the clover), 
but it helps. 

2. Let your cattle change gradually to a clover dict 
particularly if they are not in top-notch condition. Turn 
them into the field for a little longer period each day during 
the first week they graze lush pastures 

3. Cut a swath around the pasture with your mower 
and give the clover time to wilt before turning cows into 
the field. Generally. they will eat the wilted material first 
That will give them more fiber and lessen bloat danger 

4. Make a bloated cow take some exercise. Sometimes 
she will work off the gas if she is trotted a while 

5. Drenching with commercial preparations or spirits of 
ammonia sometimes works. But, remember, a bloated cow 
may have trouble swallowing—be sure the drench goes 
down the right way. 

6. A simple remedy that may help is to smear a stick with 
molasses and tie it between the animal's jaws by running a 
string around the head. Trying to lick the stick may encour- 
age belching. 

7. As a last resort, use mechanical means. If you don't 
have the tools you need, a sharp knife and a hollow cane 
can be used to make an opening on the left side—on the right

The use of pre-emergence weed killers for cotton has proved its value 


ES, they are here—the chemicals that will kill some 
of our worst annual grasses and weeds and, at the same 
time, not hurt our cotton. All we have to do is squirt a little 
chemical over the cotton row at planting time. This makes 
the treated soil a graveyard for crab grass, crowfoot, purslane, 
and chickweed. (And it'll get a lot of the pigweed, morning 
glories, and lamb’s quarter.) The treatment will last for 
six to eight weeks. This gives the cotton time to get big 
enough so that a conventional cultivator, flame cultivator 
or other chemical can be used to kill grass and weeds 

Of course, grass and weeds in the middle where the soil 
is not treated grow about as usual. But they are in reach 
at early cultivation 

During early cultivation dirt must not be thrown on the 
treated band around the plants—that will bring in weed and 
grass seed (the cotton should be barred off as shown in 
illustration), Left this way, the cotton row is protected from 
soil being carried in by water in case of heavy rain—that's 
another source of weed seed. 

Just how good are these weed killers that are used at 
planting time? Generally, they do a good job of grass and 
weed killing and reduce hoe work to hours instead of days 
Not only that, cotton does better because it escapes a lot 
of hoe injury 

In a test made at the Stoneville Experiment Station, Stone-

ville, Miss., cotton plots treated with chemicals for weed 
control at planting time outyielded the hoed plots by 300 
or 400 pounds of seed cotton per acre. 


Thorough Methods Necessary 


Successful chemical weed control calls for good land 
preparation and good workmanship all the way. Clods in- 
terfere with good action of the chemicals. The land must 
be left smooth and uniform. Moderate beds are admissible 
but must be smooth. It is better if the treated land is slightly 
higher than the middle (this will prevent untreated soil with 
its weed seed being washed onto the treated land). 

Enough chemical is enough—-an excess may result in in- 
jury to the cotton. At the same time an under-application 
may fail to kill the weeds. What we want is just the right 
amount. This will vary with the type of soil. Sandy soils 
require lighter applications than heavy soils, very moist soils, 
soils high in humus or soils with heavier infestation of weeds. 

Spray nozzles must be adjusted to put on the right amount 
(many farmers use about 12 gallons per acre). But to get the 
right amount of the chemical it is well to spray an acre with 
water first; check the amount of water used accurately; then 
mix the material for an acre with this amount of liquid 
(chemical and water) and leave the nozzles alone—except

Here is the great Gift of Easter 
which some of us may be missing. We 
believe in the Resurrection of our 
Lord.

But Christianity emphasizes another 
thing. Eternal Life. Eternal Life is 
not merely everlasting life. It is life 
raised to a new and higher degree. 
It is not simply a superior life, it is a

Doe 
it lead us to strive for the Christian 
virtues in ourselves—humility, meck- 
ness, peace-making, purity of heart? 
Does it give us peace when we face 
death, for ourselves or those we love?

1] Be D. is going to have an opera- 
WE tion on her heart. It will be done 
here in our own little hospital by a 
chest surgeon from the city who is 
on our consulting staff. 

Five years ago when I first treated 
Mrs. D., | wouldn't have dreamed that 
an operation could help her heart 
trouble. Mrs. D. has mitral stenosis, 
a scarring and narrowing of one of 
the four valves located within the 
heart. 

The Philadelphia doctors who have 
been most active in developing the 
operation to correct stenosis have suc- 
cessfully done the procedure in over 
five hundred people. In fact, the 
operation is now being performed 
rather frequently by chest surgeons in 
all parts of the country. 

Through an opening in the chest the 
left side of the heart is exposed. An 
incision large enough to admit a 
finger is made in a thin walled heart 
chamber and then the surgeon’s finger, 
to which is attached an ingenious 
slender knife, is able to enlarge to the 
proper size the narrowed valve separat- 
ing the two chambers of the heart. 

Since most of the people who have 
mitral stenosis are, like Mrs. D., still 
young and without surgery could only 
look forward to years of partial or 
complete invalidism, the operation has 
been of great importance. 

Mrs. D.’s trouble developed as a 
late effect of rheumatic fever. For- 
tunately not all cases of rheumatic 
fever develop this injury to the heart. 

I recall my Aunt Molly well. She 
was an old lady when I was a boy, 
and I remember her receiving us chil- 
dren in her Victorian parlor. 

Aunt Molly awed us children be- 
cause we had known as long as we 
knew anything about sickness that 
Aunt Molly had soft bones, and that 
the bones in her back had broken 
just by stooping.

ARKET hogs are the brightest 
spot in the farm picture for farm- 
ers who can grow grain, green 
grazing, and good pigs. But even with 
relatively strong prices ahead you can 
easily end up with little profit. 

As a hog grower, you face five big 
production problems. Unless you face 
up to them, they can easily become 
five ways to lose money. 


Be Careless About Management. 
Some folks still consider hogs an un- 
important sideline instead of a major 
livestock enterprise, although hogs 
brought Alabama farmers more cash 
income during three of the last four 
years than any other livestock or live- 
stock product. A profitable hog unit 
is one well managed. 

If you let your brood sows loaf 
(raise only four or five pigs), you're 
bound to lose. And small litters are 
not usually due to “bad luck.” If you 
fail to use low-cost farrowing houses 
plus shelter for hogs of all ages, you'll 
have baby pig losses and later hog 
losses. And if you feed unborn pigs 
improperly or fail to use farrowing 
jackets (crates) at birth, you cut your 
hog profits six months ahead of selling 
time. 


Neglect Pig Feeding. Poor pig “vit- 
tles” is the second big way to heavy 
losses. Pigs have an amazing ability to 
balance their rations for fastest gains 
at lowest cost, but they cannot do so 
if you fail to put the right feeds 
before them. Feeding corn alone (no 
supplement or green grazing) to grow- 
ing-fattening pigs is an expensive way 
to grow hog meat—it may result in 
profit loss even when prices are good.

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Lose Money on Hogs 


The feeding of pigs from three 
months before birth until they are 
weaned at eight weeks is an im- 
portant link in the production chain 
Almost anybody can take good. 
thrifty pigs (40 pounds at weaning) 
and use home-raised grain and graz- 
ing to make them pay off by market 
time. Raising the pigs is harder. Creep 
feeding with a fortified pig starter is 
one way to have those thrifty pigs 


Let Parasites Steal Your Feed. |! 
corn crib thieves (pig parasites) use 
your hog feed they destroy the profits 
Some growers raise hogs profitably 
tor two or three years, then let these 
rogues move in to put them com 
pletely out of business. Proper use 
of “clean, green ground”’—4land that 
was turned and has produced a graz- 
ing crop since hogs last used it 
would likely prevent that. Sodium 
fluoride treatment for large round 
worms and BHC or lindane sprays 
for external parasites also saves sev- 
eral bushels of corn and weeks of time 
in carrying each pig to market 

Sell Hogs at the Wrong Time. Back 
before the days of refrigeration, farm- 
ers had to kill hogs in winter. And 
the old custom still accounts for many 
hogs going to market when heavy 
winter runs are on in the corn belt 
and prices generally down. During 
the last five years top hogs that were 
sold from July to September in Ala 
bama averaged bringing $8 per head 
more than the same weight hogs sold 
in December. The use of extra early 
hybrid corn, coupled with other good 
feeding practices and a better breed- 
ing program to get carly February 
pigs, will put top hogs ready for mar- 
ket during the season of high prices 


Grow “Fatty” Hogs. The filth big 
way to lose money on hogs ts to keep 
growing too much grease and not 
enough good red meat. Hog tats can 
no longer compete with cottonseed 
ol, soy bean oil, and peanut oil to pro- 
duce shortening. The housewife, who 
regularly visits the meat counter, is 
insisting that farmers grow meat-type 
hogs instead of the short, chuffy, lardy 
type. Although most markets do not 
pay deserved premiums for these 
quality hogs, the trend is in that di- 
rection. 

Research has proved that the meat- 
type hog will make just as fast gains 
on a given amount of feed as will the 
lardy type. Using purebred boars of 
the meat-type on good native or cross- 
bred sows will go a long way toward 
helping hog growers make money.

Research Says... 


About Hay Crushers 


IF SEVERE winters and dry sum- 
mers of recent years have hit you 
hard as a livestockman, you are a be- 
liever in stored feeds. 

Hay is likely your main stored 
roughage. The better the quality of 
that hay, the stronger your position 
when you need it. For several years 
you've been hearing about hay crush- 
ers as a means of making hay better 
and cutting down risks during har- 
vesting. Let’s look at the latest re- 
search on the subject of hay crushers. 

Mississippi experiments have shown 
crushed Johnson grass hay to cure in 
26 hours compared to 48 hours for 
uncrushed hay. They show that 
crushed Sudan grass hay was cured 
enough for baling the day after cut- 
ting, while uncrushed hay required 
three days. Crushed soybeans cured 
enough to bale in one-third the time 
required by the uncrushed. Carotene 
content of the crushed hay was about 
35 percent higher than uncrushed 

Wisconsin says crushing “materially 
increases the drying rate.” Mlinois 
reports, regarding alfalfa and soybean 
hay, “Crushed hay dries in one-third 
the time required for uncrushed hay.” 
USDA says, “Field crushing reduces 
time in the swath and windrow by 
one-half to a full day and produces hay 
which retains a little more green 
color, higher carotene content, and a 
slightly higher protein content.” 

Six year tests at the Black Belt 
Substation in Alabama show that cur- 
ing time for crushed hay was about 
half that of uncrushed hay. Also, 
crushed hay was much more palatable 
to cattle. They cleaned it up better 

Tests at the Alabama station were 
run with Johnson grass, using three 
treatments: (1) hay mowed and cured 
in usual manner; (2) hay mowed, then 
crushed immediately by a towed hay 
crusher; and (3) hay mowed and 
crushed by a mower-crusher. 

Crushed hay was on the ground 54 
hours and in this time dried to 21 
percent moisture. Uncrushed hay lay 
on the ground 97 hours and dried to 
25 percent moisture. Crushing re- 
duced the drying time 44 percent. 
There was no appreciable difference 
in curing rates of hay crushed by the 
two machines. After five months the 
crushed Johnson grass hay contained 
nearly twice as much carotene as the 
uncrushed. No difference was noted 
in protein, moisture, or ash content 
after five months.—Bill Kennedy.

The consumer tries to get 
what he wants at the lowest price 
possible, in competition with 
every other consumer. 

The producer raises livestock 
as cheaply as he can under his 
conditions. He sells his livestock 
as high as he can. After proper 
processing, the meat packer sells 
the meat as high as he can to the 
retailer—who buys as low as he 
can. After preparing the meat, 
the retailer sells as high as he can 
to the consumer—who tries to 
buy as low as she can. 

That's our free market sys- 
tem. That's the way prices are 
made— producers, marketing 
people, meat pac kers, retailers 
and consumers competing with 
one another. That's the Ameri- 
can way.

In most instances 
where the sprayer is used, there is little 
or no difficulty in training the animals 
to use it 

Tests show that biting flies can 
drain up to a pint of blood a day from 
an animal, and that, according to tests 
in southern Illinois, can cost cattlemen 
a pound of beef per day. That loss, in 
addition to the restlessness of the herd 
causes a substantial reduction in the 
production of meat and milk. The coat 
of the spray is very little and the re 
turn from increased production soon 
pays for the equipment and apray

Historic and Unusual 
Texas Trees 


By GERTIE FRY 


Is TEXAS we speak of trees as the 
first courthouses. Many trials and 
political meetings in early days were 
held under some old tree, and im- 
portant treaties were signed in these 
leafy halls of state. 

The Treaty Oak in Austin, where 
Stephen F. Austin is said to have 
signed the first boundary-line agree- 
ment between the Indians and whites, 
is more than 500 years old. Its 
branches have a spread of 127 feet. 
The American Forestry Association 
chose it as the most perfect tree spe- 
cimen in the United States. 

At Columbus an oak stands where 
Sam Houston was installed as presi- 
dent in 1836, and where the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed. Un- 
der the Court Oak at Columbus the 
first district court in Texas was held. 

On the San Jacinto battlefield near 
Houston a historic tree marks the 
spot of Santa Anna's surrender to 
Sam Houston. 

Matagorda has a grove of salt ce- 
dars which marks the spot where La 
Salle landed in Texas. There he built 
Fort San Luis and raised the flag of 
France. 

At San Saba is Jumbo, said to be 
the largest pecan tree in the world 
Two feet from the ground it measures 
24 feet around and is 125 feet tall 

On the highway between San Au- 
gustine and Jasper is a freak tree, 
half cedar and half chinaberry. At 
Port Arthur three trees have grown 
to maturity plaited together. 

In extreme West Texas is a thorn 
tree, which the Mexicans call the 
Honda Accused, because they believe 
that Christ's crown of thorns was 
made from this tree.

then be pre-cooled by “dunking” them 
in vats filled with water and crushed 
ice. They should remain in the vat 
from 15 to 30 minutes, depending on 
the temperature and time needed to 
remove heat, Corn is then loaded into 
refrigerated cars or trucks for ship- 
ment. 

You can grow sweet corn on a wide 
range of soils. But rich, well-drained 
soils that are easy to work and will 
hold large quantities of available mois- 
ture are preferred. Abundant moisture 
must be present at all times for best 
quality and yields. Even in humid 
sections, irrigation is profitable insur- 
ance. If your soil is acid, lime it for 
best results. 

In selecting varieties to plant, seiect 
one that will produce at least two good 
ears at least seven inches long per stalk, 
and one that will produce sweet, tender 
ears of high quality. You also want 
an early maturing variety that is re- 
sistant to corn earworm damage and 


Water at the right time for truck 
crops can mean the difference 
between producing small, rough, 
poorly shaped products or good- 
sized high-quality produce. 


will produce ears at a uniform height 
on the stalk. Calumet C-57 and Aris- 
togold Bantam Evergreen are the most 
widely planted commercial varieties for 
fresh market in Texas. Golden Grain 
is preferred for processing. 

Planting should be made in deep, 
firm, uniform seed beds free of clods 
and trash. Never plant seed corn until 
the danger of frost is past. Seed should 
be treated before planting to insure 
good stands and planted just deep 
enough so the seed will be in moist 
soil below the dry surface layer. The 
rate of seeding depends upon the fer- 
tility, moisture holding capacity of the 
soil, and whether supplemental irriga- 
tion is available. With good soil, heavy 
applications of fertilizer and irrigation, 
16,000 to 20,000 plants per acre in a 
uniform stand are recommended. In 
non-irrigated areas the spacing is pro- 
portionally greater with rows ranging 
from 36 to 42 inches apart and the 
distance between hills from 12 to 14 
inches. Cultivate shallow and often 
enough to control weeds. 

The amount of fertilizer a sweet corn 
crop should have depends on the re- 
sults of soil tests. Plenty of available 
nitrogen is especially important for 
early, uniform maturity and large, full 
ears.

[: YOU live in the southern Pied- 
mont, you can count on sericea as a 
practical, long-range method of “bring- 
ing back” idle cropland acres. Re- 
search and farmer experience have 
proved the crop equally valuable un- 
der similar conditions in other areas. 

Sericea improves on nature’s method 
of protecting and rebuilding the soil. 
It substitutes a vigorous perennial 
legume crop for broom sedge, weeds, 
briars and brush. And, except for the 
first year, it pays its own way. 

B. H. Hendrickson, superintendent 
in charge of USDA-State cooperative 
work at the Southern Piedmont Con- 
servation Experiment Station at Wat- 
kinsville, Ga., now has results to prove 
how valuable sericea is as a soil build- 
er. He had a 35-acre field that was 
too poor to grow a good crop of wheat 
or annual lespedeza at the time it 
was first planted to sericea. He grew 
good sericea on it for seven years, 
then set out to see what the field 
would do with other crops. 

In 1951, after turning under sericea 
stubble and a mat of dead leaf litter 
residue, workers harvested an average 


rich 


makes 


of 42 bushels of wheat per acre on 
the field. In September of that year 
the area was seeded to Kentucky 31 
fescue, and made the heaviest first- 
year growth and seed yield ever pro- 
duced at the station. 

Only moderate regular applications 
of fertilizer were made to these crops 
with sericea supplying the badly need- 
ed organic matter. Three hundred 
pounds of 0-14-10 per acre was used 
annually on the sericea before it was 
turned under. Four hundred pounds 
of 4-12-12 per acre were drilled in with 
the wheat. The wheat was topdressed 
with only 50 pounds of ammonium ni- 
trate per acre in the spring. With the 
first planting of fescue, 400 pounds 
of 4-12-12 were drilled per acre. The 
fescue was topdressed the following 
spring with 100 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate. 

The soil in this once poor, depleted 
old cotton field is now dark colored 
and fertile after nine years of profit- 
able cropping practice. There has been 
no serious erosion for the last nine 
years. The soil is soft, mellow, and 
productive. 


Good Use for Tough Roughage 


Wyres you are hard pressed to furnish feed for your livestock—as 
many have been since the drouth last summer—tough, poor quality 


roughage can be put to good use. 


A practice which has paid good 


dividends in Craighead County, Ark., has been to grind the roughage 
and mix it with more palatable feed. 

Dairyman D. D. Pounds of that county is thankful for several tons 
of coarse, weedy, sericea lespedeza hay he had on hand this winter. When 
the hay shortage struck he started grinding the sericea and feeding it in 
combination with alfalfa and his usual grain supplement. By stretching 
his fine quality hay in this way he kept his cows in good shape and 
avoided buying more expensive feed.—Bill Kennedy.

FARM YOUTH and adults from at 
least 20 states will again meet in Ok- 
lahoma City for the third annual Na- 
tional Land Judging Contest and Land 
Appreciation School April 29-30. 

Cash awards totaling $1,800 will 
be paid winning 4-H and FFA teams 
and individuals. This year for the first 
time regional awards amounting to 
$400 will be paid top FFA and 4-H 
teams in each of the four regions of 
the country. The top team in each di- 
vision will receive $50. This will be 
in addition to the $1,400 regular prize 
money paid highest placing teams and 
individuals. First place teams will re- 
ceive $250. High individuals get $50 
There will be separate judging divi- 
sions for adults, with women com- 
peting in a class of their own. Plaques 
and trophies go to adult winners. 

Last year more than 2,000 con- 
testants from 16 states participated in 
the judging, and officials expect a siz- 
able increase this year. 

This novel method of judging land 
originated in Oklahoma and has spread 
to several other states and to a few 
foreign countries. It is developed on 
the theory that land can be judged 
just as cattle, and boys are taught to 
look for and recognize certain physi- 
cal characteristics of the soil, just as 
judges do in livestock.

Even a patch of Sudan grass pas- 
ture will help with your pasture prob- 
lem. An acre of Sudan to 10 cows 
will furnish pasture for two or three 
weeks at a time if it is allowed to get 
at least knee high before being grazed. 
Often this much grazing in a dry time 
is very helpful. Of course, if the land 
is available it is better to have as much 
as half an acre per cow and then to 
allow the grass to get about knee-high 
before turning the cows on it. 

Sudan grass requires good soil or 
soil well fertilized with stable manure 
or commercial fertilizer. In case the 
available acreage is small, very lib- 
eral manuring and fertilization is es- 
sential. With good germinating seed, 
30 pounds to the acre is fair seeding. 
Seed should be covered shallow espe- 
cially if planted early. 


POTASH FOR BURLEY 


When you are ready to pick up your 
tobacco fertilizer make certain the 
potash used in the mixture is sulfate 
of potash—and not muriate. 

Muriate of potash contains chlorine. 
Too much chlorine can cause curing 
difficulties, and may damage the burn- 
ing quality of the tobacco. 


USE CROW REPELLENT 


If crows have been taking up your 
corn soon after it breaks through the 
soil, get ready for them this year. 
More than one company makes crow 
repellent that works well. (If local 
dealers don't handle it, write Editor, 
FARM AND RANCH, for source.) This 
material is applied to the seed corn 
just before planting. Use enough to 
give each grain a very light coating, 
but not enough to make the grains

However, he believes 
that, barring any major drop in con- 
sumer purchasing power and allowing 
for seasonal factors, prices for good, 
choice and prime animals may well be 
strengthened in 1954 compared with 
1953.

That statement was 
based on two factors. First, that the 
drouth will not become worse and 
force a major liquidation of cattle, 
and second, that consumer purchas- 
ing power will not decline to any great 
degree.

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When Insects 
Raid Your Cotton 


Your cotton insects are much like 
taxes—both are apparently here to 
stay and both are costly. 

There isn’t a lot that you can do 
about your taxes this summer, but there 
is much you can and must do if you 
expect to defeat your insect enemies 
and get maximum returns from your 
cotton crop. 

Good imsect control is based on time 
of application and thorough applica- 
tion of insecticides. Most entomologists 
agree that these factors are more im- 
portant for successful insect control 
than your choice of insecticides. 

The correct time to begin a control 
program depends on the amount of 
insect infestation. You can’t keep an 
accurate count on your insect situa- 
tion unless you inspect your fields at 
least once a week. 

A simple and accurate method of 
making boll weevil infestation counts 
is to walk diagonally across a field, 
picking 100 square yards at random 
from the top, middle, and lower 
branches of cotton plants. Count both 
egg-laying and feeding punctures as 
punctured squares. The number of 
punctured squares found gives the per- 
centage of infestation by boll weevils 
in that field. 

Pre-square poisoning is recommend- 
ed in some states. This early “insur- 
ance” poisoning is used to prevent 
thrips or over-wintered boll weevils 
from damaging the seedling cotton. 
(For thrips, start when first true leaves 
appear. For boll weevils, begin when 
plant buds are severely attacked. Two 
applications at weekly intervals will 
frequently do the trick.) 

For main season boll weevil con- 
trol, dust or spray three times at four- 
or five-day intervals beginning when 
you find 10 to 25 damaged squares 
out of each 100 examined. Continue 
to keep down the infestation until top 
crop of bolls begins to mature. For 
boll worms, use control measures when 
four to five young worms are found 
per 100 terminals (tips of main stem 
or branches). When the leaves begin 
to appear sticky, it is time to poison 
for aphids. Dust or spray for spider 
mites when leaves begin to redden 
and mites are numerous in small areas 
or along the edges of fields. 

Sprays and dusts are equally effec- 
tive when each has been applied prop- 
erly. Sprays can be applied in fairly 
strong winds or in the middle of the 
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day, but should not be put on when 
the plants are wet. The best time to 
dust cotton is in the late afternoon 
or evening. Do not dust during the 
midday or at anytime in wind over 
five miles per hour. Use fender guards 
on tractors when applying spray or 
dust in large cotton, 

Choosing Insecticides — In recent 
years scientists have developed a va- 
riety of insecticides which will effec- 
tively control boll weevils. Aldrin and 
BHC are quick acting poisons and will 
usually give an effective “kill” within 
12 hours. Toxaphene, Dieldrin, Hep- 
tachlor, and calcium arsenate are 
slower killers and must remain on 
plants for 24 hours for effective con- 
trol. DDT mixed with the above- 
listed chemicals gives effective control 
of boll worms, leafworms, and thrips. 
Parathion, Aramite, Demeton (systox) 
and sulphur will control spider mites. 
BHC (gamma isomer)-DDT, Deme- 
ton, nicotine and 40 percent TEPP 
are generally recommended for aphid 
control. 

The USDA reports that “one of the 
newer organic insecticides, Endrin, has 
been found to be the best insecticide 
thus far tested against the combina- 
tion of the boll worm and the boll 
weevil.” Department entomologists 
reveal that endrin also gives control 
of several other cotton pests but not 
of the pink boll worm or of spider 
mites. 

In pink boll worm infested areas 
(Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, Arkansas) the schedule for 
DDT applications as recommended by 
Texas A&M College is as follows: 
“(1) When more than 10 percent of 
the blooms are infested or 200 or more 
worms per acre are present, begin con- 
trol immediately. (2) When 5 to 10 
percent of the blooms are infested or 
100 to 200 worms per acre are present, 
begin control when first bolls are 20 
days old. (3) Otherwise, begin treat- 
ment when 10 to 15 percent of bottom 
bolls become infested. Once treat- 
ments are underway they should be 
continued until most of the bolls are 
open.” 

Varying climatic, cultural and other 
practices have much to do with the 
success of your control programs. For 
best results, contact your local county 
agent and get a copy of the insect 
control measures for your state and 
area. 

A Word of Caution—Al! cotton in- 
secticides are poisonous and should 
be handled with extreme care. Special 
precautions should be taken in han- 
dling and using Parathion, Demeton, 
Endrin, and TEPP to avoid prolonged 
contact with the skin or breathing the 
vapors from spray or dust. Follow 
precautions printed on the insecticide 
package.

A KEY factor in keeping old-time 
ranchers in the business is the 
utilization of old, dry forage. 

If you have a reserve of old, dry 
forage as the result of the South- 
west’s prolonged drouth, you'll be 
glad to hear of a special supplement 
that is now being used to make the 
cattle clean up dry forage. This natu- 
rally cuts down feeding costs. 

It's a special mixture of salt, cotton- 
seed meal, and mineral fed free- 
choice. Mix 100 pounds of salt, 300 
pounds 43% cottonseed meal, and 
20 pounds of mineral. The salt con- 
tent is increased or decreased to vary 
consumption of the concentrate. 

“I've used this mixture very satis- 
factorily for all types of cattle,” says 
E. O. Moore, Jr. who owns a ranch 
in Eddy County, New Mexico. “I use 
it when necessary, without any spe- 
cific rule as to time or quantity. Cattle 
fed this type of supplement, however, 
must have plenty of old forage for 
filler.” 

The salt and meal creates a good 
appetite for the two and three-year 
growths of dry forage skipped by 
cattle during good rainfall years. 
Since salt makes the animals thirsty, 
they will in turn eat more and thus 
consume the dry feed faster.

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It’s Time to 
Worm Your Sheep 


res sheep or lambs of grazing 
age show the need for worming, 
already you have one strike against 
you—but it is likely not too late to 
save them if action is taken at once. 
It is far better, however, to give the 
worm treatment before the sheep show 
evidence of need. 

If your sheep have been on tempo- 
rary pastures mainly through late win- 
ter and spring and if you shear early, 
shearing time may be soon enough 
for the first spring drench. (You can 
treat while they are up.) Lambs 
weighing more than 50 pounds that 
are to stay on the farm for as much 
as three weeks should be drenched. 
Unthrifty lambs showing signs of 
worms should be drenched even if 
they weigh less than 50 pounds. 

Liquid or emulsified phenothiazine 
with arsenic is a leading drench used 
for intestinal worms. Phenothiazine 
is for the stomach and nodular worm, 
and arsenic for the tapeworm. Usual 
dose for mature sheep is 2 ounces 
(for lambs, 1 ounce). This may be 
given from a long-necked bottle but 
is easier given with a syringe. Hold 
the sheep’s head up so the nose is 
about level with the eyes (holding 
higher may strangle). 

Lambs should have three or more 
drenchings in a growing season-—ma- 
ture sheep not less than two. Many 
owners keep a phenothiazine-salt mix- 
ture before their sheep all the time. 
This mixture is 9 parts salt to | part 
phenothiazine (kept in the dry). 

Most good flock owners give spring 
and fall drenching, even when pheno- 
thiazine-salt is kept before the sheep.

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what your wool is worth

|: YOU have a wool clip to sell 
this spring, you need not remain 
“in the dark” on wool values. You 
can determine its value by being able 
to appraise the grade, length, and 
shrinkage of your own wool, the three 
factors which determine a clip’s true 
market worth. You can also learn 
the open market values and compara- 
tive price support levels for each clip 
and anticipate possible price change 
by studying wool price trends. 

In New Mexico, many wool grow- 
ers and county agents are becoming 
expert in field grading for fineness and 
length. They have learned grading 
from field training at ranch demon- 
strations and at wool clinics. How- 
ever, if you are not trained in grading 
techniques, you can pre-determine 
your clip’s worth through a CSS 
(PMA) appraisal at a Commodity 
Credit Corporation approved ware- 
house. This gives you the advantage 
of knowing your clip’s comparative 
worth on the open market. 

“Guesstimates” of shrinkage are 
usually very inaccurate. Error can be 


What price should the grower receive 
for the fleece of this sheep? Here, the 
wool is examined for length, a step in 
estimating woo! values on the ranch. 
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minimized by using the estimating 
method developed by the New Mexico 
Experiment Station and Extension 
Service, which has proved accurate 
within 2% percent. This method of 
estimating shrinkage at shearing time 
on the ranch is made by selecting at 
random 10 percent of the sheep from 
each pasture, and finding out their 
average body weight and wool length 

Tables especially prepared for this 
purpose by the New Mexico special- 
ists are used in estimating the clean 
fleece weight by plotting weight of 
the sheep against length of the wool. 
You can get one of these useful tables 
from the New Mexico Extension 
Service. From the table find out the 
actual average grease fleece weight of 
the measured random lots by weigh- 
ing either the individual fleece or bag 
lots. You can now estimate the per- 
centage of shrinkage by comparing 
the actual grease fleece weight with 
the approximate clean fleece weight 
determined from the table. If this 
sounds complicated, actually trying 
it once or twice will simplify the 
whole operation. 

You now will have your own ap- 
praisal of the grade, length, and 
shrinkage of your clip. You can now 
figure its true overall net worth on 
the spot. Compare this price with 
buyers’ bids, minus warehouse com- 
mission. 

For example, let’s suppose your 
clip has graded out bulk Fine (64's) 
good French combing and Staple, and 
you have a reliable shrinkage estimate 
of 60 percent. If the current open 
market quotation on this type is $1.75 
clean basis Boston, you can multiply 
this figure by the yield of 40 percent 
(volume after shrinkage of 60 per- 
cent). Your value per pounds is then 
70 cents (40 percent of $1.75), minus 
customary deduction such as freight 
to Boston and warehouse and han 
dling fees of about 5% cents. Your 
net warehouse worth of this clip is 
then about 6442 cents on the open 
market. 

On the other hand, if the 1954 sup- 
port for this type clip were $1.60 
clean basis, your net loan warehouse 
value would be about 57 cents after 
deducations for freight cost, in-stor- 
age fee, and interest payment. 

Loan operations under the 1954 
program of price supports for wool 
begin May 1, but wool shorn earlier 
this year, not under the 1953 pro- 
gram, is eligible. At the most recent 
quotations, open market prices on the 
four major wool grades were above 
estimated 1954 support levels. 

You can do a better job of evalu- 
ating buyer bids, and be more certain 
of getting a fair price for your wool 
by knowing how to estimate the value 
of your clip and by studying market 
trends and new wool legislation.

STORAGE 
PROBLEM 


TORAGE of grain and seed on 
Q sour farm may be especially im- 
\ portant this year. You can lose 
all your profits by piling grain or seed 
on the ground in the open, or by sell- 
ing at seasonally low prices. 

Loan programs of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation will assist you in 
providing your own on-the-farm stor- 
age. In most areas, crops which are 
eligible for price supports can be ap- 
proved for CCC loans when stored 
on the producer’s farm. 

Your present buildings can be ap- 
proved for on-the-farm storage if they 
meet requirements of your county 
Commodity Stabilization Service (for- 
merly PMA) committee. If you need 
a new building for storage, and need 
to borrow money to pay for it, you 
may obtain assistance through the 
Farm Storage Facility Loan Program 
of the Commodity Credit Corporation. 

Loan regulations vary among coun- 
ties, since the program is administered 
by the county CSS (PMA) committees. 
However, the maximum amount of 
any construction loan under the pro- 
gram is $30 per ton of the rated stor- 
age capacity for cottonseed and 45 
cents per bushel for other seeds and 
grains. The total amount of the loan 
may not be more than 80 percent of 
the actual construction cost. All loans 
must be repaid, with four — in- 
terest, in not more than four equal 
annual installments. 

The building you construct may be 
large enough only for crops you will 
produce on your own farm, and your 
county committee must decide that the 
building is actually needed. Crops 
approved for storage under the pro- 
gram include cereal grains, grain sor- 
ghums, and many kinds of seeds. Your 
county CSS committee can explain 
details of the program to you. 

Last year, as one PMA state com- 
mitteeman pointed out, some farmers 
sold their wheat on the market for 60 
cents per bushel less than the support 
price. Even on crops which have no 
price supports, you can often make a 
much greater profit by holding your 
crop in storage until prices are higher.

Wax fever strikes the high-pro- 
ducing cows—the heavy milkers 
that make the best profit. Contrary 
to what the name implies, a cow with 
milk fever does not actually have a 
fever—her temperature is usually be- 
low normal. Milk fever appears at 
calving time or shortly after. Un- 
treated cases are apt to be fatal. 

Symptoms: At first, the cow seems 
dull, and unwilling to move. There 
may be some twitching of the mus- 
cles, excitement or crazy symptoms. 
The animal has a hard time getting 
up. She can’t walk normally, or stand 
normally. Pretty soon, she goes down, 
due to paralysis in the hind quarters. 
In a typical case, she draws her head 
around to one side. If left down on 
her side for any length of time, serious 
bloating is likely to result. Constipa- 
tion, and failure of other organs to 
function, are other features of the 
disease. 

Cause: Milk fever is caused by a 
lack of calcium in the cow's blood 
stream. (Calcium is drawn from the 
blood to make milk when the cow 
comes into production.) Ordinarily, the 
blood would take calcium from the 
bones to replace the loss, but in milk 
fever this doesn’t happen. 


Prevention: There is no sure-fire 
method of preventing milk fever— 
certain precautions are helpful: (1) 
give the cow exercise before calving; 
(2) dry her off at least six weeks be- 
fore calving; (3) feed light, laxative 
feeds, such as bran; (4) feed a good 
balanced ration; (5) don't milk fresh 
cows completely dry for the first five 
days. 

Treatment: If down, the cow should 
be raised and propped up in a normal 
position to prevent serious bloat. Bales 
of hay or sacks of straw are con- 
venient for this. Never try to force 
medicines down the cow's throat. In 
milk fever, the throat is paralyzed and 
medicine may get into the lungs and 
cause pneumonia. 

Don't inflate the udder unless un- 
der the supervision of a veterinarian 
(the cow may recover from milk fever, 
then develop infectious mastitis). Your 
local veterinarian should be called as 
soon as possible to give the cow an 
injection of calcium and dextrose-— 
most cases respond to this rapidly.

1. QUESTION: “I've inherited some fine old linens and laces from my grand- 
mother. They are yellow with age and quite fragile—is there a safe way 
to make them white again?” Mrs. J. P. C., Los Angeles, Calif 


ANSWER: Yes, just wash them in a light-duty detergent such as TREND, 
adding % cup of Purex Liquid Laundry Bleach per 2 gallons of water to 
the suds and they will look snowy-new again.

ATERIALS needed: Crepe paper 

(pink, white, light blue, Nile 

green, and yellow); cotton-cov- 
ered wire (No. 15, No. 10, and spool- 
wire); white lightweight cardboard; 
narrow white ribbon; tissue paper for 
padding; cotton for body covering, 
4-inch lace-paper doilies for hat; nee- 
die and white thread, paste and 
gummed tape. 

Legs: Cut two 10-inch lengths of 
No. 15 wire and bend each one inch 
at one end. Tape each bent end to a 
cardboard sole (Fig. !). Make strips 
of white crepe paper; cut across the 
grain in 2-inch widths. Wrap feet and 
legs with paper strips, padding with 
tissue as you wrap. Add an 8-inch 
length of No. 15 wire up the back of 
each leg as you wrap (Fig. 2). Cover 
each leg with cotton, sewing together 
at back. 

Shoes: Cut two pieces of light blue 
crepe paper six inches across the grain 
and seven inches long. Fold in half 
lengthwise and paste 
open edges together 
Stretch paper around the 
foot, turning pasted edge 
under sole. Paste in place 
on sole. Overlap open 
edges up the back and 
tie ribbon around the 
ankles. Bend standard 
wires of each leg (Fig. 3) 
and wrap with white 
crepe paper 

Head: Make a ball of 
crushed tissue 12 inches 
around (circumference). 
Cut two 18-inch pieces 
of No. 10 wire and fas- 


No.10 Wire 
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to extend down for neck. Sew cotton 
together up the back and on top of 
head. Wire neck cotton to leg wires 

Arms: Cut a 16-inch length of No 
15 wire. Wrap with white crepe pa 
per, pad with tissue. Cover with cotton. 
Fasten arms at right angles to legs. 
Criss-cross paper over and under arms 
to hold in place. 

Ears: Use double thickness of pink 
crepe paper to make two ears (Fig. 6) 
Paste a No. 10 wire down the center 
of each ear. Sew ears to head. Trim 
edges evenly. 

Features: Paste pink paper on one 
side of a three-inch square of card- 
board. Make patterns for eyes (Fig 
7) and nose and mouth (Fig. 8). Trace 
these on back of cardboard. Cut and 
outline features in black. Paste three 
pieces of spoolwire on each side of 
nose for whiskers. Paste features onto 
head. Dress bunny in ruffly dress of

Through Mrs. Margaret Svoboda, the 
Home Demonstration Agent, over 
fifty women applied for membership 
in this exclusive club—known in Vir- 
ginia as “TOPS” Clubs—Take Off 
Pounds Safely! 

Most people who are overweight 
want to reduce, but aren't sure how 
to go about it. It’s easier to follow a 
plan with a group, and this is the way 
Virginia's “TOPS” Clubs are formed: 
1. The Home Demonstration Agent, 
through her nutrition program creates 
interest among “chubby” members. 
2. When there is enough interest, 
she consults the local medical or- 
ganization, and gets their approval 
and sanction of the plan. 

3. The Department of Health is 
usually co-sponsor of the clubs and 
sends some of their clinic problem 
cases to join the group. 

4. Each person interested fills in an 
application form signed by her local 
doctor, saying how much she now 
weighs, what she should weigh, and

the length of time he thinks she 
should take to reach this goal (usually 
not over two pounds a week). 

Overweight is now recognized by 
medical, health and nutrition workers 
as the number one nutrition problem 
of our time. 

The Virginia clubs start with the 
statement of their State President of 
the Medical Society, Dr. John T. T. 
Hundley, Jr., who says, “There is just 
one cause of overweight—overeating!” 
All those people who join a club must 
believe this, and agree to change their 
eating patterns. One requirement of the 
group is that every member must keep 
a complete record of everything she 
eats and drinks each day. The mem 
bers keep a notebook each day on a 
separate page, and figure as nearly as 
possible the calorie count on each food 
Tables are given to help with this. The 
groups meet every two weeks-—for 
two hours—to weigh in (on official 
scales), check books, and to see a dem- 
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onstration on Low Calorie Desserts, 
Exercises to Reduce “in spots,” or 
some such popular subject. This goes 


on for four months—Christmas and 
Thanksgiving included! 

Mrs. Chubby in Virginia weighs 
about 170 pounds, but many weigh 
over 200! The average goal is to lose 
32 pounds, which, at two pounds a 
week will just about take the four 
months. 

The diets must be adequate, good 
nutritious meals. The pattern sug 
gested is:

you understand his growth pattern and slackened food requirements 


“ly Y CHILD won't eat” is the most 


common complaint heard today 
by child specialists. At one time, this 
was viewed largely as a nutritional 
problem. Today, persons in this field 
are more concerned with the indirect 
effect which a slow-down in appetite 
might have on a child's psychological 
and social development 
The desire for less food is entirely 
normal in the second year. Even with 
less food, the toddler probably ts meet- 
ing nutritional requirements But so 
few parents seem to know this They 
become anxious and coax- 
ing, bribing, or even forcing the child 
to eat. This may quickly show up 
in all phases of a toddler's behavior 


resort to 


and the parents are well on the road 
toward having a “problem child.” 
Parents who are forewarned of the 
second-year slump in food intake are 
better prepared to meet the situation. 
The reason for this slump is a matter 
of growth rate. During the first six 
months, most babies double their birth 
weight. By the end of the first year,

they will have tripled their original 
weight. But throughout the entire 
second year, few toddlers increase their 
weight by more than four or five 
pounds. Therefore, they don’t need 
as much food as during the first year. 

The growing toddler finds himself 
in a fascinating world which takes his 
attention from food. There are so 
many imteresting things to learn and 
to do! With a growing social aware- 
ness, he is more interested in his meal- 
time companions than in his meal 
With increasing manipulative skills, 
it's more fun to play with a toy, throw 
a spoon on the floor, or climb out of 
a high chair than to eat 

There are various methods of les- 
sening these distractions. An attrac- 
tive setting and an assortment of foods 
will help. Usually, it is well to con 
tinue the pleasant but calm, matter- 
of-fact approach to eating.

you're more likely to puncture a kid- 
ney. smooth half-inch or five- 
eighths-inch rubber hose pushed down 
the throat into the rumen may serve the 
same purpose 

More research on bloat is underway, 
not only in the South where it does 
most damage. Dr. R. E. Nichols of the 
University of Wisconsin reports very 
promising results from the feeding of 
detergents (preparations similar to 
soap substitutes) to prevent bloat 
Perhaps in a few years the killer can 
be controlled successfully by a com- 
bination of medication and sound pas- 
ture management In the meantime, 
it's better to have clover and fight 
bloat than to do without clover to 
keep it down.

When enough slices to serve all have been 
eut, then slip knife ander first slice and free 
all slices by cutting ander slices along the 
hone. Do the same for cutting other slices. 
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Before the ham is placed on the platter and brought from the kitchen, 
cut a lengthwise slice from the flat side of the ham.

This will help to hold the ham firmly as carving is done.

If vou don’t have your own home-cured ham, then it is to the 
market you go.

RE you looking for something dit- 
ferent in the way of Easter decora- 
tions?

Cut the clown’s hat 
from red construction paper and paste 
on the front of the egg. Next, glue

Following the suggested pattern 
cut two ears from white paper. Fold 
on dotted line, and glue folded por 
tion securely to eggshell or attach with 
ready-gummed tape. 

Use water colors and a small! brush 
to paint the clown’s mouth red and 
the circles around his eyes black. Cut 
three small circles from construction 
paper and paste in place for his eyes 
and nose. 

Lightweight cardboard which will 
bend without breaking is a suitable 
material for making the clown’s ruf- 
fled collar. Follow pattern for cut- 
ting. Fold one end on dotted Jine 
Cut a slit at opposite end. Fasten 
collar together at these points and 
paste Allow to dry 

When the clown Easter egg is deco- 
rated, place inside the ruffled collar 
The egg will stand alone. If used as a 
place card, write the name on the 
collar.

Hooked rug experts make things of beauty from discarded fabrics

make something from nothing are 

the envy of all their friends. And 
making something from nothing is just 
about what rug making is, 

Part of the fun and a great part of 
the charm of rug making is in the 
ability of the maker to see the pos- 
sibilities around her—to see in that 
old, worn-out blanket a beautiful back- 
ground, in that moth-eaten tweed skirt 
a handsome scroll, and in that faded 
red woolen skirt a lovely rose. 

Many of you readers have written 
to ask about materials for hooking 
and for a list of books on the subject 
of hooked rugs. 

In answer to your questions about 
materials, le* me suggest that you 
first take inventory in your own home. 
Search the attic, the basement, the 
wardrobe, the trunks, and the scrap- 
bag for any discarded woolen clothes. 

Do not be disturbed if none of 
these materials match. The hooking 
process will produce a rug of much 
more character and interest than a rug 
made with all the material alike 

T'weeds, plaids, and checks are love- 
ly in scrolls, borders, and leaves. Tweed 
should be cut as you hook, because it 
Flannel may be torn. Jersey

should be cut a little wider, as it 
stretches in hooking. 

If after making the inventory at 
home, you still feel the need of more 
material, visit a second-hand store, 


rummage sales, auctions, and car bone- 
yards. Be on the lookout for old 
blankets, especially homespun, or per- 
haps an old moth-eaten paisley shawl. 
These are real “finds.” At the car 
bone-yards, upholstery material often 
may be obtained at a very reasonable 
cost. For new materials, you can or- 
der mill ends and blanket ends by the 
pound. 


E amount of material required to 

hook your rug is hard to determine, 
but you can figure about four times the 
size of your rug 

And now for a list of books: 

Practical Hooked Rugs Rex; 
4dmerican Rugs Reis; The Hooked 
Rug — Kent; Hooked Rug Design

What about a hook? You can buy 
a regular rug hook or a No. | steel 
crochet needle fitted into a wooden 
handle at a dime store or department 
store.

This costs about two dol 
lars. With a mechanical needle it is 
necessary to hook in a frame

soon will be putting your own ideas 
into your rugs.

HEAD OFF HORNFLIES 


Small, black “hornflies” which you 
see on cattle from early spring until 
fall, can be controlled by spraying 
cattle with DDT. And you don't need 
expensive spraying equipment. In 
small herds you can use a three-gallon 
sprayer and mix one-half pound of 
50 percent wettable DDT powder to 
three gallons of water. In larger herds, 
where power sprayers are used, add 
four pounds of 50 percent wettable 
DDT powder to 100 gallons of water. 
Spraying should be timed according 
to number of flies present and avail- 
able time for doing the job. 


SPRAY FOR TICKS 


For years the dipping vat and ar- 
senical dips were in standard use for 
tick control. But today spraying is 
more satisfactory. A toxaphene spray 
made with 16 pounds of 25 percent 
wettable powder, or 10 pounds of 40° 
percent wettable powder, to 100 gal- 
lons of water does the job very well 
Spraying from April to June for adult 
ticks, and then during late July and 
August for seed ticks is a good sched- 
ule to follow. 


HOG WORMS EAT PROFITS 


Parasites in hogs can eat up your 
profits—but they can be controlled. 
Internal parasites can be controlled by 
having pigs born in clean quarters and 
by having the sows clean. Rotation 
of hog pastures and of farrowing and 
raising grounds will help keep pigs 
free of worms. But at best some 
worms are likely to get in the intestines 
of the pigs and worm medicine should 
be given 

Sodium fluoride gives good results 
in destroying intestinal worms in hogs. 
Mix it dry with a suitable ground feed 
at the rate of | part sodium fluoride to 
100 parts of feed. Place it before pigs 
in troughs and allow them to eat what 
they will in 24 hours. It must be fed 
dry and the treatment must be given in 
a place protected from rain (the mix- 
ture must not get wet). Provide plenty 
of trough space so that all pigs will 
get their share. Feed enough so it will 
take the pigs most of 24 hours to 
clean it up (1 to 14% pounds of mix- 
ture per pig). Water should be kept 
before the pigs during the treatment. 
Dispose of any feed left over. Un- 
less the pigs show evidence of urgent 
need for worming, the treatment 
should be delayed until they are 10 
to 12 weeks old.

7 BIG DON'TS TO FIELD 
MAINTENANCE 


1. DON’T use pliers on delicate 
carburetor and other fittings. Cor- 
ners strip off so that wrenches 
will not do the job later. 


2. DON’T let dirt keep the en- 
gine covered. If you do, little de- 
fects in operation cannot be ob- 
served and breakdowns follow. 


3. DON’T use baling wire to 
substitute for broken parts, bolts, 
and nuts. It leads to more and 
bigger trouble. 


4. DON’T let tires go flat. Be- 
sides ruining tires, this shakes the 
engine to pieces. 


5. DON’T let oil filters stay 
clogged (change as needed) 
Clogged filters make the engine 
wear faster. 


6. DON’T let moving parts rust 
It's a sure way to the scrap heap 


7. DON’T let the battery run 
down, Cranking a tractor is no 
fun. 


USEFUL TOOL 


To get maximum use of your ro- 
tary hoe, use it to bring crops to a 
stand in crusted soil and for early 
cultivations after crops are up. The 
tool is worth its cost to many farm- 
ers where it is used only for break- 
ing crusts to help plants through. But 
you can run the rotary hoe on crops 
like cotton, soybeans, and corn after 
they are up. Some growers use it on 
soybeans until after they are 8 to 10 
inches high, and with good results 
Another advantage of the rotary hoe 
is that it can be run when the ground 
is still too wet to plow. Following 
a rain, land often dries out to a shal- 
low depth, forming a slight crust on 
top, though it is still too wet for plow- 
ing just underneath

SAVE A YEAR ON BEEF HEIFERS 


Breed your beef heifers when they 
weigh 700 to 800 pounds. To do this 
you must grow them well their first 
vear or hold them over until they are 
past two (assuming you want spring 
calves). Holding them over to breed 
until they are past two years old means 
they will calve at three years—that’s a 
long time to wait for a first calf 

If you are going to have heifers 
ready to breed when they are little 
more than a year old, you must give 
them good care. In the first place, 
they should be early heifers (born in 
January, February, or March). The 
cows and their calves must have good 
pasture so the heifers will weigh 400 
or 500 pounds (or more) at weaning 
time in the fall. After weaning, keep 
them growing and gaining moderately 
through the winter period. When 
turned with the bull the following 
June, they should weigh 700 to 800 
pounds. Keep them gaining right up 
to calving time—this will require good 
summer pasture and forage and pos- 
sibly some grain in winter 


HOGGING CORN AND 
SOYBEANS 


Fattening hogs for the market by 
letting them “hog-off" corn and soy- 
beans has been very profitable to some 
Louisiana farmers. In a number of 
instances farmers have produced 
enough pork per acre in this way to 
bring them twice what the corn would 
have brought sold on the local mar- 
ket. Hogging-off corn and beans is 
also a good way to build up the soil. 
A demonstration conducted in Red 
River Parish under the supervision of 
County Agent M. L. Cooper, showed 
a cotton yield increase of 1% bales 
per acre where corn and soybeans 
had been hogged-off for three consecu- 
tive years 


MORE SALT NEEDED 


Animals that fail to get enough salt 
have depressed appetites, dull eyes and 
rough coats of hair. At this time of 
year when grasses are lush and weath- 
er is warming, your livestock need 
salt more than ever.

\\ HERE hens are kept in confine- 

ment, they sometimes start pick- 
ing at each other and eating feathers. 
In pulling a feather, if the hen should 
get a taste of blood, that may start 
cannibalism—killing and eating one 
another. This is fairly common in 
large flocks and may cause trouble in 
small farm flocks, too. 

There are many things you are told 
to do to check feather-pulling and 
cannibalism, such as feeding oats, giv- 
ing the hens more room, adding a little 
salt to the water and darkening the 
nests, but the best way of stopping 
this vice is by debeaking. 

Debeaking consists of cutting off 
part of the upper beak of each hen. 
Farmers have tried using certain types 
of pliers for the job, but pliers are 
not satisfactory. An electric debeaker, 
which is plugged into a lighting cir- 
cuit, placed on a stand or table and 
worked with a foot pedal, is the an- 
swer. 

A debeaker will cost about $29, 
but the value of only a few hens lost 
would more than pay the bill. I know 
of one large commercial poultry farm 
where they lost over 1,000 full-grown 
hens from cannibalism before they 
checked the vice by debeaking the 
flock. 

The operation is simple; the cut is 
made half way back from the tip to 
the nostril and the hot blade sears 
the end and prevents bleeding. If 
only the tip is removed, the beak will 
grow out again in a few weeks and 
the job will need to be done over 
again. 

Some poultrymen are afraid to de- 
beak their hens thinking that it will 
stop their laying or-cause a molt. It 
does look as if such a severe treat- 
ment would affect production, but I 
have kept records on several flocks 
and there was little or no decline in 
the number of eggs laid. Within a 
week there was usually an increase 
in the rate of lay. 

Here are the daily records on a 
flock of 312 White Leghorn pullets 
where I loaned the owner my debeak- 
er. Six days before they were de- 
beaked they laid: 202, 200, 202, 221, 
216, and 246 eggs. Six days after- 
wards they laid; 214, 223, 255, 259, 
264, and 275 eggs. Fewer eggs were 
laid the day of the operation and the 
following day. Catching and fright- 
ening a flock of nervous Leghorns 
will often have that effect, but from

Plan ahead your vaccination pro- 
gram. Most chicks grown out for lay 
ers should be vaccinated for fowl pox, 
but the need for Newcastle and bron 
chitis vaccination will depend on local 
conditions 


Commercial poultrymen with lay- 
ing flocks usually vaccinate for fowl 
pox, Newcastle, and bronchitis. They 
can't afford to take a chance of their 
hens getting sick later. 


So many broiler houses are poorly 
ventilated. If there is a smell of am- 
monia, open the windows and zive 
the chickens more air. 


The best way of controlling flies 
with caged layers is to let the drop- 
pings accumulate and pile up as a 
dry cone under each hen, but there 


can be no spilling of water. 


Where there is difficulty in con- 
trolling flies with cages it may be nec- 
essary to clean out the droppings twice 
a week. 


Examine a few of the hens for lice 
on the skin around the vent and on 
the fluffy feathers at the sides. If any 
are found, dust each hen with sodium 
fluoride or lindane. 


Candle all eggs before marketing 
to remove blood spots, meat spots and 
cracks. This will help to keep con- 
tented customers.

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E COULD give Henry Grady’s one-gallus farmer 
a super duper made-in-the-South funeral now. 

It was back in 1889, in Boston, when the famous Atlanta 
editor made his memorable speech about the funeral of the 
one-gallus Georgia farmer. The speech has been printed 
and told many times, usually to point up the great need of 
an industrialized and crop-diversified South. 

Grady said: “I attended a funeral once in Pickens County 
in my state. A funeral is not usually a cheerful object to 
me unless ! could select the subject. I think I could, perhaps, 
without going a hundred miles from here, find the material 
for one or two cheerful funerals. Still, this funeral was 
peculiarly sad. It was a poor ‘one-gallus’ fellow, whose 
breeches struck him under the armpits and hit him at the 
other end about the knee . . . They buried him in the midst 
of a marble quarry; they cut through solid marble to make 
his grave; and yet a little tombstone they put above him was 
from Vermont. They buried him in the heart of a pine 
forest, and yet the pine coffin was imported from Cincinnati. 
They buried him within the touch of an iron mine, and yet 
the nails in his coffin and the iron in the shovel that dug his 
grave were imported from Pittsburgh. They buried him by 
the side of the best sheep-grazing country on earth, and yet 
the wool in the coffin bands and the coffin bands themselves 
were brought from the North.” 


The Corpse and the Hole 


“The South didn’t furnish a thing on earth for that 
funeral but the corpse and the hole in the ground. There 
they put him away and the clods rattled down on his coffin, 
and they buried him in a New York coat and a Boston pair 
of shoes and a pair of breeches from Chicago and a shirt 
from Cincinnati, leaving him nothing to carry into the next 
world with him to remind him of the country in which he 
lived, and for which he fought for four years, but the chill 
of blood in his veins and the marrow in his bones.” 

In those days the South's raw materials were shipped to 
New England, made into goods, and then shipped back to 
the South for sale. New Englanders liked that system. But 
now the worm has turned—and New England has lost so 
many industries to the South that she’s crying to Uncle Sam 
for protection (imagine that!). 

For twenty-odd years, raiding the Federal treasury has 
been the chief occupational pastime for many congressmen, 
and southern congressmen are no exception. In fact, some 
statesmen's chief claim to fame—and re-election-—has been, 
“Look what I got for you.” 

Southerners in Congress have lined up solidly against 
President Eisenhower's proposal to locate defense industries 
in “depressed” areas on the grounds that it would favor 
New England. And northern congressmen are trying to put 
through a bill to remove the tax-free status from state, 
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county, and municipal bonds issued to construct industrial 
buildings for rental to private industries. 

But southern statesmen, on the other hand, are practically 
unanimously endorsing a bill which would give Federal aid 
to schools on the basis of the respective financial ability of 
the states. The formula to be used would be based on the 
number of pupils and the per capita income of the state. 
(Sounds sorta like Karl Marx: “From each according to his 
ability and to each according to his need.”) 

Most congressional opponents of TVA are not against it 
as “creeping socialism” but merely on the basis that it gives 
southern textile mills a competitive advantage and thus we're 
being subsidized to lure New England industry away. 

Some northern congressmen forced through a cut in TVA 
appropriations on the grounds that it was unreasonable to 
spend so much on one section of the country. We'll readily 
agree with that principle, but those same congressmen were 
ardent backers of the St. Lawrence Seaway, and for the most 
part, they're for any and all Treasury raids which will 
funnel money into their areas. 


The South Has Risen! 


The fact is that southern states outside the TVA area 
have had industrial increases just as substantial—in some 
cases more so—than states in the TVA area. And the South 
has a few other advantages, such as an abundance of in- 
telligent native-born labor, a wonderful climate, lower taxes, 
plenty of water, a great diversity of natural resources, sun- 
shine, and elbow room. 

So northern mills are moving South because they can 
get as good or better labor for less money, lower power 
costs, lower heating bills, lower taxes, and more pleasant 
living conditions for employees and their families. The 
more mills for the South, the more able-to-buy people—and 
hence better at-home markets for the southern farmer. 

With Yankee New England, which exploited the South 
so long, on its knees for protection from the Federal gov- 
ernment, the South is on the march—a far cry from Henry 
Grady'’s day. The future of America belongs to the South. 
And we've got what it takes to make the grade on our own. 
We want no government hand-outs, no special subsidies, no 
undue advantage. We believe in competition—not just 
among individuals—but among states also. 

Some southerners hold that the South is bound to gain 
through the Federal grants-in-aid system, because we're a 
“have-not” area. They claim that we get back more than 
we pay in. But that's really not true, and won't be true 
until Uncle Sam starts accepting Confederate money for 
our share. Incidentally, if the Federal Government doesn't 
stop spending money like it was going out of style, that Con- 
federate money we've saved will be worth more than Uncle 
Sam's dollars.
